THE NEW YORK METAL EXCHANGE. 


Consternation Among the Bulls—Talk of 
| Outside Speculation. 

New York, Oct. 1¥.—[Special.]—The fail- 
ure of Nathan Corwith & Co. createa a big 
excitement in the Metal Excnange today. 
The office at No. 34 Wall street was estab- 
lished at a more recent date than the one at 
Chicago. Nathan Corwith Sr. has been at- 
tend to the business at tnis end of the 
line, here he lives at the Windsor 
Hotel. For several days he had been buying 
up all the lead offered. The announcement 
of the failure of the firm therefore caused 
great consternation among the bulls in tne 
lead market and exultation among the bear 
operators. | 

The excitement was so great that the at- 
tendance at the exchange today was the 
largest for a long time. The bears got full 
swing and for the third time this week made 
araid on the market. All told, they have 
cut down the leadquotations ninety points 
since Wednesday. Corwith & Co. was ap- 
parently unable to stand the pressure, and 
went to the wall yesterday. Tun Trrseuns 
correspondent called at the Wall street of- 
fice of Corwith & Co. this afternoon. Nathan 
Corwith Sr., who has been conducting the 
recent operations, was not there. The young 
man in charge said he had not been at the office 
for twodays and expressed the belief that 
he was either in Chicago or on his way there 
to see what could be done towards stemming 
the financial current that is sweeping him 
down. 

Among those who culled are said to have 
been bank messengers from Boston and else- 
where anxious to collect overdue notes. One 
note from Boston was for over $10,000 and 
was due Oct. 16, and drafts for equally large 
amounts were in the hands of others. It 1s 
understood that numerous cases of indebted- 
ness in this city and elsewhere have been 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff, and that 
many banks will suffer. The firm, it is said, 
has been holding a large quantity of lead for 
higber prices, obtaining advances on notes 
deposited in banks, but has not been able to 


keep up the margins. The failure has there- 


fore thrown a large quantity of lead on the 
market. 

Mr. Corwith commenced a bull deal ir pig- 
lead last spring which was not successful, 
and left him with 5,000 tons on his hands. 
After this unsuccesstul attempt to run a 
corner he waited until about the Ist of 
August, when he again appeared in the 
market as a buyer, and continued to buy 
heavily at intervals until within a few days. 
He bought in all about 20,000 tons, of which 
it is stated that one-half has been delivered 
and paid for. The other haif is due and has 
not been delivered. Itis believed that he has 
pledged about 10,000 tons with large banks 
and capitalists at about four cents a pound. 
The shrinkage in the value has been nearly 
$250,000 at the rate of one cent a pound, a 
trifling matter in many transactions, but in 
a big lead speculation a decline of a cent a 
pound might be sufficientto ruin Many a 
strong house. It drove Millionaire Corwith 
to the wall. 4 * 

The rock on which the deal split was the 
question of supply. There was too much 
lead for even Mr. Corwith’s resources. As 
prices advanced under speculative manipula- 
tion the demand from consumers fell off, and 
finally when Mr. Corwith stood alone, with 
all the companies in the country firing lead 
at him, he was forced to succumb. 

His son, Gurdon Corwith. is a broker at 
No. 46 Cliff street, but trades in his own 
name. The developments today affect only 
the bull clique headed by Mr. Corwith. There 
is a Lead Trust composed of corroders who 
manufacture white lead, and who will be 
benefited rather than injured by the disas- 
trous termination of the bull campaign in 
pig-lead. The stock of lead here is mostly ia 
strong hands, and it was thought by the trade 
today that there is little danger of any fur- 
ther disaster. 

The announcement of Mr. Corwith’s fail- 
ure was a severe blow to the market, and 
yet today the effect was not so disastrous as 


‘might have been expected. The total sales 


were 930 tons. December was the first op- 
tion sold, and after starting at4cents a pound 
it fell to 3.9 cents. Spot lead opened at 4 
cents and fell back to 3.9 cents, but later ral- 
lied to 4.0214 cents even on sales under the 
rule. October sold at 3.95 cents early and 
later on at 4.071¢ cents, and November after 
falling to 3.8714 cents rallied to 4 cents. Near- 
ly 500 tons were sold under the rule for ac- 
count of whom it may concern.” The an- 
nouncement of the failure and the sales un- 
der the rule had a depressing effect, and 
then came the news of a panicky market in 


London, where the price of soft Spanish“ 


lead fell to £13 a ton, showing a decline in a 


day of over $5 a ton, though neither English 


nor French operators are said to be directly 
interested in the deal. 


Excitement in St. Louis. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 19.—[Special.|—The 
news of the Corwith failure created some ex- 
citement on Change today. The failure of 
the firm will not drag down any St. Louis 
house, and though involving millions the 
losses will fall most directly on the house re- 
sponsible for the corner. It is known that 
Corwith & Co. of New York and Chicago 
have been buying all the desilverized refined 
lead for October delivery that they could lay 
their hands on, and modest estimates place 
their holdings at from 10,000 to 20,000 tons.

A WEST SIDE MEETING THREATENS 
VIOLENCE TOL ROAD MEN. 


Col. Whitney and Michael McCauley, Said 
to Be Interested in,“ L.“ Road Schemes, 
Attempt to Speak at a Meeting of West 
Side Property-Owners and Stir Up a 
Lively Row—Resolutions Passed and 
Permanent Organization Ordered. 


Col. Whitney, who is said to be the attor- 
ney of the Hannahs elevated street railway 
project, attended the meeting of the West 
Side property-owners held at the Princess 
Rink on West Madison street last evening. 
It was called “to take such action in re- 
gard to elevated roads as will pre- 
vent the obstruction of the public thorough- 
fares.” He tried to speak after S. B. Foster 
had finished a somewhat violent harangue 
against all elevated railroad schemes, in 
which he characterized the Hannahs project 
as the product of a crank and the promoters 
as men who did not know what they wanted 
or what they were talking about. 

When Whitney arose there were cries 
from ali parts of the hall of Put him out!” 
“Sit down!” “ Throw him out the window!“ 
An irate citizen advanced towards him as if 
to put into effect the latter suggestion. 

Whitney protested that he had a right to be 
present. ¢ 1 ' 

Adolph Kraus, who ided, said he had 
not. He was not in sympathy with the ob- 
jects of the meeting, as stated in the call 
and as stated by the Chair at the opening of 
the meeting. He threatened Whitney with 
the police if he persisted. 

Michael Macauley, who is said to have an 
interest in the Blake-Jennings scheme 
of elevated roads, rose at this point 
and said he had a right to address the 
meeting. It was called as a mass-meeting 
of business-men and property-owners.“ He 
was a business-man and a property-owner. 

The 200 other property-owners in the hall 
called out, Put out Macauley!” “He has 
no business here!’ Fire him!” ete. 

While the storm was at its highest tne old 
gentieman managed to shout above the din: 

I thought {was among gentiemen, but a 
viler pack of blackguards it has never been 
my lot to meet before.“ 

Only his gray hairs saved Macauley from 
being mobbed. There was an angry move- 
ment toward him, which was staid by M. 
W. Ryan, who made a motion that those not 
in sympathy with the objects of the meeting 
as stated by the Chair be requested to leave 
the hallor to conduct themselves like gen- 
tlemen. This motion was carried with a 
whoop, and the meeting quietea down and 
proceeded to business. 

WHAT THE WEST SIDE WANTS. 

Mr. Kraus in opening the meeting said 
that they had been called obstructers. In a 
certain sense they were. They had obstruct- 
ed the schemes of four or five gentlemen 
who sought to enrich themselves at the ex- 


pense of the property-owners of the West 


Division and at the manifest inconvenience 
of the entire West Side public. : 

“We want rapid transit,“ he said, but 
we must have it through a company which 
will pay for its right of way, and which will 
build its lines over its own property, 
acguired by purchase or condemnation. We 
must demand that the streets of Chicago 
shall be kept for the purpose for which they 
were dedicated. They must not be marked 
no thoroughfare’ by any private or quasi- 
public corporation. [Applause. | 

S. B. Foster said the people who were ad- 
vocating the street elevated roads were 
either South Side. property-owners or the 
owners of 


lands in Harlem. He 
pitched inte rs deter of a morning 


paper which advVoeates the Blake-Jennings 
scheme, and charged that their advocacy 
was interested. The banker who owned 
the paper wantea the business of the 
West Division transferred to the 
South Side. The elevated roads had almost 
rvined property along the streets of New 
York where they were operated. He warned 
the West Side Aldermen not to vote away 
the streets of the city to a speculati ve 
organization whiie another company pro- 
posed to buy its right of way, not over the 
public thoroughfares, but over private 
property, to be acquired m a legal 
and proper way, with due respect and due 
compensation to the owners of all adjacent 
property. He was proceeding to show that 
cabie-cars make just as fast time as elevated 
road trains when a property-owner asked: 

„% Do you mean Yerkes’ cable-cars?’’ 

This was greeted with laughter, and Mr. 
Foster proceeded to further denounce ele- 
vated rouds, when the row over Whitney's 
attempt to speak took place. 

On motion of John M. Smyth a committee 
of four, consisting of Mr. Smyth, Mr. Fos- 
ter, J. Berry, and F. A. Winkelman, the Sec- 
retary, was appointed on resolutions. 

While they were out Col. Jacobson ad- 
dressed the meeting. He said an elevated 
road in the narrow streets of Chicago would 
work greater injury than they had in the 
broad streets of New York. There was need 
for an elevated road in the West Division. 
Rut it they had elevated roads let the pro- 
jectors buy their right of way. That wasa 
part of the proper plant of such a corpora- 
tion as much as the iron rails on which the 
cars ran. 

THE WEST SIDE PLATFORM. 

Mr. Macauley was again attempting to ad- 
dress the meeting amid interruptions when 
the Committee on Resolutions returned and 
reported the following, which were unani- 
mously adopted amid cheers: 

Resolved, That the accusations of the pro- 
moters and the hired workers in the mterest of 
the elevated railroad companies whigh propose 
to take possession of certain streets dt the West 
Siae of this city, and damage the property 
fronting on such streets; without pay- 
ing for the valuable franchises and 
without making just compensation to the 
owners of property taken or damaged— 
“that the opponents of elevated roads upon 
the above corditions are opposing and resisting 
the introduction of more rapid intramural transit 


than is at present established and hindering the 


growth and development of the city or the West 
Side are untrue in fact and are simply reckless 
charges made falsely by self-interested schem- 
era who are trying to acquire franchises of un- 
told value witaout pay. 

Resolved, That this meeting favors all public 
improvements which will benefit the West Side, 
and is not opposed to elevated roads as such, but 
demands of the Common Council that no more 
streets be given away to corporations 
existing only for the purpose of corporate 
gain, and nat all roads henceforth to be built in 
this city shall be built ahd run over land fairly 
acquired by purchase or condemnation accard- 
ing to law, and only upon such conditions as 
shall be fair and equitable to the people as well 
as to such corporations. 

Resolved, That we cause to be circulated for 
signatures a petition to the Honorable Mayor 
and City Council against elevated railroads on 
our streets, and in favor of a plan which compels 
them ta purchase the property over which they 
operate. 

Resolved, That a committee of 200 be appointed 
by the Chair to wait on the Mayor and Common 
Council for the purpose of expressing the senti- 
ments of the citizens of the West Side in mass- 
meeting assembled. 

A PERMANENT ORGANIZATION FORMED. 

The following resolutions were also adopt- 
ed, the Chairman explaining that they were 
quite germane to the spirit if not the letter of 
the meeting: 

Resolved, That this meeting requests the Al- 
dermen from the West Side to see to it that the 
Common Council sets apart for use on the West 
Side an equitable part of the sum appropriated 
annually for the purpose of cleaning the streets, 


so that the condition of West Side streets may

whom they are new, in convulsions of 
laughter. No one is surprised at the in- 
stantaneous success of them more than 


Mansfield himself. 


Beatrice Cameron, as a rich widow, looked 
prettier, dressed better, and acted more ef- 
fectively than she has since she has been 
here. She got almost as enthusiastic a re- 
ception as Mansfield. The restof the com- 
pany were good and much more at home in 
their parts than in the two previous pieces. 

Though Prince Kari was merely put out 
asa one-night feeler there is scarcely any 
doubt but Mansfield will continue it during 
the rest of his engagement at the Lyceum 
and begin to make money. With some crit- 
ics here he will get no praise whatever he 
does, but if the expressions of the best of 
them to him personally and among each 
otherin the foyer tonight are any criterion 
Mansfield will soon draw as big houses as 
Mary Anderson did. 


THE ARMY OF THE ITALIANS, 


Impressions of a French Officer Who Saw 
the Recent Review. 

SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

Copyright, 1888, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Paris, Oct. 19.—A French staff officer, who 
saw the Italian troops reviewed by Emperor 
William and King Humbert at Centocelle, 
writes his opinion of them to the Avenir ili- 
taire. The French military critic says: 

„The Italian troops arrived early on the 
field. Their formation was effected slowly 
and with great difficulty. The staff officers 
galloped about without seeming to know ex- 
actly where they were going. The general 
officers talked loudly and angrily, the 
Colonels shouted to the Majors, and the Cap- 
tains followed the noisy examples of their 
superiors. The march pastof the infantry 
was commonplace. The alignment was de- 
cidedly bad. The men looked about them to 
the right and to the left, just as if the show 
was all for their special benefit. The officers 
were more correct, but were too noisy. They 
were, as a rule, badly mounted and rode 
poorly. The pace was too rapid for the men, 
who seemed much fatigued. 

“ The Bersaglieri marched past at a pas 


gymnastique that was almost pas de course. 


The crowd applauded them with frenzy. 
Their piumes were effective to look at. When 
the race past was stopped the men were all 
out of breath. 

“The Alpine troops made a fine appear- 
ance. They marched past excellently. They 
are the only portion of the army that pro- 
duced upon me an impression of complete 
satisfaction. The cavalry is badly mounted 
and zhe horses are not well trained, but it is 
nevertheless in setter condition than in 1887. 
The artillery is badly horsed, but maneuvered 
tolerably well. 

“The total number of troops on the ground 
was estimated at 28,000, but this number 
seems to me to be an exaggeration. Never- 
theless, troops were brought up from all 


parts of Italy. The transport service was 


effected without accident, but with great de- 
lav. All the italian railways were blocked. 
The long list of garrison towns that 
were totally deprived of troops gives an idea 
what an enormous effort was required for the 
Italian staff to place before the German Em- 
peror three-fourths of an army corps. The 
infantry came from Florence, Milan, Placen- 
tia, Novara, Bologna, Verona, Padua, Turin, 
Alexandria, and Salerno. The Bersaglieri 
came from Caserte, Florence, Treviso, Ver- 
ona, Cremona, Genoa, Turin, and Asti. The 
Alpine troops were sent from Bra, Turin, 
Ivrea, Milan, Verona, and Conegliano. The 
cavalry came trom Milan, Florence, Saluce, 
Santa Maria, and Lucca. The artillery came 
from Foligno, Caserte, Capua, Genoa, Spez 
zia, Milan, and Turin. The engineers were 
sent from Florence and Pavia. There were 
great delays and confusivn in transporting 
the troops back again, and railway traffic 
was almost entirely suspended.“

ANARCHISTS IN KANSAS. 
A Premature Explosion Causes a Sensation- 
; al Expose. 1 

CoFFEYVILLE, Kas., Oct. 19.—[Special.]— 
Yesterday there were some sensational dis- 
closures at Winfield, Kas., regarding an or- 
ganization of Anarcmsts who had issued 
secret circulars to laboring men urging the 
Wiping out of the present social system and 
the massacre of capitalists. These develop- 
ments were followed today by an explosion 
of dynamite at this place that wrecked a 
dwelling and badly wounded two innocent 
women. Yesterday afternoon an express 
package was received by H. M. Upham, agent 
ot the Pacific Express Company at Coffey- 
ville, marked “Glass—Handle with care 
and consigned to a party in Winfield, 
Kas. Mr. Upham’s office is at his resi- 
dence, and he placed the package with some 
other freight in one corner of the room. This 
morning at 4 o’clock the residence and office 
were destroyed by an explosion. Mrs. Up- 
ham and her daughter were mutilated in a 
horrible manner. The girl’s limbs were 
broken and one of her eyes put out. The 
mother is not expected to live. A portion of 
paper that was wrapped about the pack- 
age received yesterday was all that remained 
of the The other freight was 
found, but was a total loss. The. package 
was handed in by a stranger. 

At Nevada, Mo., an exposé of the Anarch- 
ists was made yesterday afternoon. There 
are 140 members of the society, and the 
headquarters are in Chicago. The meetings 
are held at private houses, and the number 
of those attending is small in order to pre- 
vent the size of the crowd attracting atten- 
uon. The names of those who have entered 
the order would be a startling surprise. To 
the outside world the society is nameless. 
In the inner circles it is known as the “En 
Riot De Ri Rad on St. Lade.” The ritual is 
written in cipher, and one of the first para- 
graphs after the oath, when translated, is:

The Usual Number of Voters Registered 
from Lodging and “Barrel” Houses— 

- “Suspect” Notices Being Sent to Hua- 
dreds of Republicans—The Board of 


For several days about half a dozen of the 
most active of the Democratic committee- 
men have been holding prolonged confer- 
ences with a view to utilizing the opportuni- 
ties which the complete control of the Board 
of Election Commissioners by the Democrat- 
ic party will give that organization at the 
approaching election. Among those who 
have been present are Ald. Whelan, Clayton 
E. Crafts, James C. Strain, Ed Kelly, 
Joseph Schofield; and James St. Law- 
rence. A few lesser lights were admitted 
on one or two occasions. The plan agreed on 
included the registration of every person 
who coula by any means be induced to vote 
the Democratic ticket and the disfranchise- 
ment of as many Republicans as possible by 
placing as many obstacles as the law allowed 
in the way ofa perfect registration of the 
Republican voters. The first part of the pro- 
gram was carried out last Tuesday. The 
postal clerks and letter-carriers were utilized 
to the fullest extent in securing 
the full Democratic registration. They 
Were not overscrupulous. in_refer- 
ence to the question of naturali- 
zation and residence. The rulings of Judge 
Prendergast in this matter last year and two 
years ago gave a wide latitude in this re- 
spect, and the barrel houses turned up 
with a full lst of “ qualified” citizens. The 
election judges and cierks—nearly all Demo- 
crats—also acted as agents for the Cleveland 
party. They helped to boring out the large 
registration Tuesday in the Democratic 
strongholds.

SENDING VUT SUSPECT NOTICES. 

The second part of the- program began to 
be developed yesterday. It consisted in 
serving suspect notices on blicans 
who might not care to spend much tame in 
establish their right to registrauon. The 
provision of the law which permits this is 
that which constitutes the clerks canvass- 
ers of the precincts after the second day of 
registration. They may make a suspect 
list—that is, a list of voters whom they 
may choose to suspect or that they 
suspect are not duly qua voters— 
Whereupon said canvassers, or one of them, 
shuli s a notice and send the same through 
the m duly stamped, to the address given of 
— person who is upon such suspe list, re- 
quiring such person to appear before the board 
of registry upon the Tuesday following, giving 
the time of such session, and show cause why his 
name should not be erased from such register. 
Proper blanks and postage stamps shall be fur- 
nished for this purpose to said canvassers by the 
Board of Commissioners. 

The Democratic cierks are, under instruc- 
tions doubtless, availing themselves of the 
provisions of this law. Suspect notices by 
the thousands are being sent out. Hundreds 
of respectable Republicans, lo residents 
in their precincts, received se suspect 
notices yesterday. Others will be received 
today and Monday. The belief of 
tne Democratic coterie is that thousands of 
Republicans who reeeive these notices will 
forget all about them or will, not have the 
time or opportusity to make good their 
claims to registration next Tuesday. If they 


fail to do so their names will be readily 
struck off by the Democratic judges in each 


recinct. In this bigs Aye «ee of Repub- 
ican voters will disfranchised. The 
scheme may not work, but it is shrewdly 
conceived. 

A QUESTION To BE ANSWERED. 

But what have the Republican clerks been 
doing as canvassers! That is a question 
which a number of Republicans in the 
First and ty-third and in the river pre- 
cincts of the Second, Seventeenth, and 
Eighteenth Wards ene uke to have an- 
swered. The registries in these wards and 
precincts have in many instances been 
stuffed, itis said, by Democratic workers 
claim:ng residence in lodging and “ barrel” 
houses. There has been littie attention paid to 
the stuffing by the so-called Republican clerks, 
and no canvass as far as known. Are there 
Republican clerks in those precincts! Is it 
not a fact that in one-half of them there are 
two Democratic clerks, one disguised as a 
laborite of the Bill Gleeson free-lunch ” 
variety, the otner as an alleged Republican?

In one flat 
building in the Twenty-fourth Ward a lot of 
“suspect”? notices were found on the floor 
in the sidewalk entrance, and in the Fourth 
Ward it was only by accident that a well 
known Republican received a suspect 
notice that had been misdirected and sent to 
a residence a block away.

DR. PATTERSON’S EULOGY. 
The venerable first tor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church ina strong, rich voice 


“the generations pass. Threescore and 
ten or fourscore ee is the ordinary limit 
of a long life. e are here today as wit- 
nesses ot another illustration of this familiar 
truth. Another of our friends long distin- 

ished among us has gone, never to return. 

will live henceforth to us only in our 


memories and our faith.” 


Mr. Wentworth’s ancestry was distin- 
guished. His paternal grandfather was a 
signer of the original articles of the Confed- 
eration. His maternal grandfather fought 
in the War ot the Revolution. He was, 
therefore, of American stock running back 
to at least 1700. Graduating at Dartmouth 
College in 1836, he came to Chicago the same 

ear with less than $100 in his pocket. Pass- 
in brief review the objective points in 
Mr. Wentworth’s career, Dr. Patterson spoke 
of his connecuon with the Historical Society 
and the interest he had in collecting docu- 
ments relating to the history of Chicago. 
Speaking of some notable characteristics of 
Mr. Wentworth's mind, Dr. Patterson said: 

He possessed vigorous and well disciplined in- 
tellectual powers. He took a high position as a 
scholar when in college. Few students could 
more firmly grasp or more readily master the 
subjects of their studies than he did. The turn 
of his mind was practical, and therefore his at- 
tention was not bestowed chiefly upon purely 
literary pursuits; but his discriminations were 
sharp and his analysis of every question in which 
he was interested was thorough and critical. His 
mental capacities in many directions were ex- 
traordinary and would have shown to t ad- 
vantage in relations where they were seldom ex- 
ercised had occasion required. 

He was far removed from that wavering and 
unstable class of persons who are slow to decide 
what to believe or do, and whose decisions and 
plans are easily unsettled by new circumstances 
or unex currents of 1 aye sentiment. 
He could be induced to change his positions, but 
the change must have been wrought, if at all, by 


substantial reasons. 


Mr. Wentworth was bold in his defense of fair- 
ness and justice to individuais without respect 


to class or race. 

I well remember his bold stand in relation to 
the rights of colored children in the public 
schools, and especially in the high school, when 
a colored miss ot excellent ability and attain- 
ment was not permitted to appear on the stage 
at the anniversary exercises. He washed his 
hands, he said, of responsibility for the trans- 
action. All honor to the memory of aman who 
thus stood up for righteousness and justice when 
such an attitude was not the most * tone one 
to be assumed and maintained. ith respect 
to honesty and fair dealing Mr. Wentworth was, 
I believe, not only above reproach but an ex- 
ample. 

Mr. Wentworth’s treatment of rehgion was 
at least respectful and considerate.” He 
was among the first to identify himself with 
the Second Presbyterian Church and was a 
regular attendant upon its services until the 
chureh was moved south after the great fire. 
Dr. Patterson spoke as follows of a call 
made upon Mr. Wentworth a few months 
ago: 

When the conversation took a religious turn 


he stated with emphasis that he still held to the 


faith into which he had been educated, and re- 
arded itas the faith of the New Testament. 

e said he remembered vividly the munistra- 
tions upon which he attended in his youth, and 
believed that the doctrine which he heard 
preached in his father’s church was the 
truth. He referred particularly to the 
hymns and doxologies that were sung in puolic 
88 and expressed astrong wish to obtain 
the old hymn-book, Watts’ Select Hymns, 
which was used in the church of his childhood, 
and which I suggested to him how to find, That 
interview impressed me, as I had seldom so fully 
realized before, with the lasting influence of 
early religious instructions and associations. I 
could not but hope and believe that the seed 
thus early sown was springing up and bearin 
fruit in age. I still trust that the process o 
germination and fruitfulness was carried for- 
ward through all the later months of our friend's 
retired life of illness before the end of his earth- 
ly trials came. 

Dr. Patterson closed with the Apostles’ 
Creed, and the choir sang “In Heavenly 
Love Abiding.”’ 

Dr. Swing offered a short and earnest 
prayer, and when the choir had sung One 
Saintly Solemn Thought pronounced the 
benediction. Then, while the congregation 
departed after the remains and the body of 

i-bearers and mourners, the choir, at the 
request of Mr. Wentworth’s aged brother, 
sang the 103d Psalm. 

From the church to the cemetery—Rose- 
hill—no order of procession was observed. 
The mourners, honorary pall-bearers, Dart- 
mouth alumni, and a good many old settlers 
and prominent peopie drove to the North- 
western Depot and went by train to Rose- 
hill, where the casket, inclosed in a lead-lined 
oaken box, was placed in the vault pending

THE KIRKWOOD SAFE-ROBBERY. 


Police Theories as to How the Job Was 
Done—The Plunder. 

“Well, ve lived a good many years in 
Chicago ana have seen a good many safes 
that were biown, but that is the most com- 
pletely blown up safe I ever saw,“ said A. G. 
Kirkwood yesterday morning as he stood 
viewing the safein his store, Nos. 14 and 16 
Canal street. Pointing at the strong box he 
continued: That was warranted burglar- 
proof. There it is, all blackened on the in- 
side, and here is the door with the hinges 
broken off. Whatever there was in it is 
either burned up or carried away. 
That's how burglar- proof it was, 
Idon’t think the thieves got anything. 
We deposited $600, nearly all the money on 
hand, yesterday afternoon. At present I know 
of no valuable papers . 

Detectives inspected the job“ yesterday 
morning and concluded that the work was 
done by rough workers,” who had a thor- 
ough knowledge of the premises. Armfuis 
of — were carried from the rear of the 
store, where they served as covers to ma- 
chinery, and were used as a carpet and also 
as mufflers to deaden the sound of blows on 
the safe. It probably took at least two hours 
to bore the hole in the box. The explosive 
was run through this hole and a fuse attached. 
A terrific explosion resulted. The officers 
think that the burglars did not go back after 
the explosion and that the money in the box 
was burned, although the fact that Fire 
Marshal Murphy found a burning 65 bill 
some distance from the safe tends to the be- 
hef that they did return. A prominent de- 
tective said: “If I was on the case I

A DEFAULTING CLERK ARRESTED. 


Adolph Sambolino Left with $20,000, but 


Was Finally Caught in Antwerp. 

New York, Oct. 19.—[Special.]|—News was 
received in this city today of the arrest in 
Antwerp of Adolph Sambolino, a confidential 
clerk employed by David Spero, an importer 
of feathers at No. 606 Broadway. Sambolino 
was discovered last summer to have swin- 
died his employer out of over $20,000, and he 
escaped arrest, and detectives have been 
ever since engaged in trying to discover his 
whereabouts. 


When Mr. Spero returned from a business 


trip to Europe in July last he was met at the 
pier by his clerk and bookkeeper, Sambolino, 
who appeared glad to see his employer. As 
they walked to his store in Broadway the 
trusted clerk told his trusting employer that 
n order to adjust the books and have 
everything in apple-pie order upon 
tne return of the head of the m 
he had taken them to his home in 
Brooklyn, and his house had caught fire and 
burned up the books. In order to prove the 
truth of his statement Sambolino produced 
aclipping froma Brooklyn newspaper, in 
which the fact that a fre really occurred at 
his house was reported. Mr. Spero became 
suspicious, and sent a large number of let- 
ters to his customers. He discovered that a 
number of large bills which represented 
saies of his goods had been paid, his name 
forged as a receipt, and the money unac- 
counted for. Sambolino suddenly disap- 
but the detectives learned that Mrs. 
mbolino was tosaii for Antwerp Sept. 29. 
Detective Hedeilberg of the city force was 
sent over, and landed two hours in advance 
of Mrs. Sambolino’s arrival. Within five 
minutes of his arrival he saw Sambolino, the 
runaway clerk, come sauntering down the 
pier. Ine extradition papers are all made 
out and will be 2 7 to the Secretary of State 
for transmission tb Antwerp.

What Has Caused the Appreciation in 
Prices. 

The improvement in the price of Gas Trust 
certificates in the market yesterday and the 
day before is believed to be the resilt of the 
sale of a large block of stock by the United 
Gas Improvement Company of Philddelphia 
toa syndicate composed of New York and 
Chicago capitalists. Mr. Gibbs, chief stock-

The Chi- 
cago parties to the deal are not known 
although their part in the transaction is said 
to have been negotiated through the office of 
E. L. Brewster & Co. Mr. Brewster yester- 
day admitted that the reports of the sale 
were substantially correct, but dechned to 
go into particulars.

market. 

The certificates held by Mr. Gibbs and his 

company were received by him in exchange 


for the stock of the old Chicago Gaslight & 


Coke Company at the time when the latter 
was absorbed by the trust. His willingness 
to sell was a damper on the prospects of the 
securities, but now that the certificates are 
in the hands of men who not only have faith 
m the future of the ‘property but 
desire to retain their interest in it, 
it is believed that they will soon 
be recognized by investors as excelient prop- 
erty. The trust, it is said by people who 
ought to know, has been earning a deal 
of money and has made wise use of it. All 
the certificates and bonds heid by Mr. Bill-

YELLOW JACK NOT DEAD YET. 


Absentees Warned Against Returning Be- 
fore Frost Comes. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 19.—The Board of 
Health today adopted a resolution request- 
Ing the United States officials to aid by regu- 
lataon and organization in preventing the re- 
turn of absent citizens until frost oc 
curs. The pith of a long address is 
in the following words: Neither the 
houses nor atmosphere of Jack- 
sonville is less dangerous to the unaccli- 
matedthan it was a month since, and we 
would earnestly warn all who are liable to 
contract yellow-fever against venturing to 
come here merely because they may seé that 
there are no new cases reported. ait un- 
til the Board of Health notifies you that 
the epidemic is not only over but that it is 
reasonably safe for absentees and strangers 
to come here again and then return, only un- 
der such restrictions and directions as may 
be advised by the authorities. We would 
add that there does not appear to be any prob- 
able grounds uron which to base an expecta- 
tion that this time, so earnestly desired by 
us all, will come earlier than tne last of 
November or the beginning of December.” 

There were twenty-seven new cases of 
yellow-fever for the twenty-four hours end- 
ing at 6 p. m. today. There were four deaths 
—William Lowe, J. Walker, Mrs. Chambers, 
and a chila of Harriet Clarke (colored). 

Of the new cases nine were whites and 
eighteen colored. Total ceses to date, 3,719; 


total deaths, 326.

the Late Emperor’s Throat Is Inter- 
viewed, and Shows in What the English 
Specialist Is Wrong in His Book—He 
Displays the Original to Prove His As- 

sertions—Other Statements Dented.

Pais, Oct. 19.—Dr. F. Bramann is an op- 
erator in surgery at the clinic of the Berlin 
University at 5 Ziegelstrasse, where he lives, 
and where his friend, Von Bergmann, lect- 
ures. Dr. Bramann is an army surgeon in 
reserve. He is a small, keen, black-pearded, 
determined-looking man, good looking in 
spite of a terrific sabre cut across his cheek. 
He is the Dr. Bramann whom Dr. Mackenzie 
took to task on the bungling manufacture of 
tubes and the crooked cut in the Emperor’s 

trachea. 

“Dr. Mackenzie,” he remarked tonight to 
a reporter, “reproaches me with the fact 
that during tne administration of chloro- 
form Feb. 9, 1888, the Emperor nearly lost 


hishfe. As a matter of fact, after the chio- 


roform had been administered and the 
operation was well under way, a 
slight faintness became apparent in the illus- 
trious patient.“ 

Here Dr. Bramann turned to a copy of the 
prohibited German version of Dr. Macken- 
zie’s defense. 

I received it under cover,” he apologet- 
ically explained. Being full of unpleasant 
allusions to me, some one of those thoughtful 
friends we all have sent it to me anonymous- 


“Such faintness,” resumed the doctor, 
“often occurs with perfectly healthy sub- 
jects. It disappears as quickly as it comes. 

Nov., in rd to Mackenzie’s reproach 
that the cut I made was three millimetres to 
the right of the middle line, I can only say 
that it has no foundation in truth. Any one 
will admit thatin the trachea of a strong, 
full-grown man a deviation of three 
millimetres, even if 
not be appreciable, and the tube once intro- 
duced it would have been without impor- 
tance that the trachea had not been opened 
exactly in the middle. This was proved aft- 
erwards at several consultations, when it 
was carefully examined in the presence of 
all the attending physicians. 

SIZE OF THE TUBES. 

0 enya — that the tubes I made 
Were rge, „ especially, too long. 
Now look at this.” 1 

Here Dr. Bramann pointed to a plate rep- 
resenting his canula and another, much 
smaller, of what Dr. Mackenzie claims to be 
the usual size [on Page 53 of the German 
version of Mackenzie’s defense}. 

These plates present a false showing,” 
said the doctor sharply. “In the picture of 
one of my tubes, supposed to represent the 
exact size of it, the curving is not the same, 
the length is not the same by a good inch, 
and it is represented as much larger at the 
upper than at the lower end, which it was 
not. You shall judge for yourself.“ 

So saying the doctor walked into the next 
room and returned in a moment bearing in 
his hand the identical silver tube in question 
that was worn in the dead Emperor's throat 
at San Remo and was the subject of Macken- 
zie’s sketch. 

Let us new compare the original and the 
copy,“ said the doctor. 

o held the silver tube a little above the 
plate.. The original was shorter by a good 
inch than the copy. 

“And how is this as a trick?’ he con- 
tinued, pointing to a second plate on page 47 
the one supposed to showa tubeof norm 
size. “ iy tube is represented in profile, 
the normal tube in three-quarter view, which 
makes it appear smaller than it really is.“ 

He then explained the working of the sil- 
ver tube he held in his hand. ey are in- 
ventions of Hagedon, Bose, and others. 
There is a tube within a tube. When the pa- 
tient was choking this inner one was removed 
and cleaned without it being necessary 
to touch the other. A small, round 
hole in the middie of the tube’s length 
could be opened, and when the orifice was 
closed with a cork the patient breathea 
through the tube below up into his mouth 
and regained for a short time the use of his 
voice when it was necessary tor him te speak 
te the doctors. 

ANOTHER CHARGE DENIED. 

**Now Mackenzie’s tube—-you see the plate 
of it here at page 53—which looks so much 
smaller than mine, was in reality quite as 
large as the one | have in my hand. That 
was inserted into the trachea forty-eight 
hours after the operation. The one inserted 
as soon as the operation was over was 
a trifle larger. In regard to this 
drawing, also on page 47, showing 
my canula pressing against the rear 
wall of the trachea, thereby causing a wound 
and spitting of blood always, aceording to 
Mackenzie, I can only appeal to Virchow and 
Waldeyer’s post-mortem, when it was proved 
that below the cancerous growth the mucous 
membrane, where the canula was supposed 
to be pressing, was in an entirely normal 
condition. If what Mackenzie said had been 
true, there must either have been a wound 
or scar. Mackenzie says that my tubes, in 
consequence of the crooked part, had in- 
duced a destructive process in the trachea, 
In proof of this he mentioned that pieces of 
cartilage were brought up by coughing. Now 
if what he says were true the right side of the 
trachea would have exhibited at the post- 
mortem a greater process of disintegration 
than the left did. It did not. Mackenzie, in 
his big book on diseases of the nose and 
windpipe, says necrosis of cartilage in can- 
cer cuses is by no Means a rare occurrence. 
Curious, indeed, that he dia not apply his 
own formula when he expressed an opinion 
on the Emperor’s case. Hovell's measure- 
ments, with which he so often distressed his 
illustrious patient, must be considered unre- 
liable by any ove who carefully examines the 
Mackenzie drawings.“ 

BERLIN, Oct. 19.—The Politische Nachrichten 
says that Dr. Tobold has made a lengthy re- 
ply to the statements made by Dr. Macken- 
zie in his book. He condemns Dr. Mackenzie’s 
forceps as baneful, and 8 supports 
the German doctors. With regard to Dr. 
Mackenzie’s request May 20, 1887, that he 
perform an operation on the Emperor’s 
throat for the purpose of obtaining a particle 
of the diseased portion for microscopical ex- 
aminauon, Dr. Tobold says he refused, be- 
cause he considered that Dr. Mackenzie 
should himself perform the operation. 


SMASHUP ON THE NORTHWESTERN. 


Two Employés Hurt at Geneva, III.— Ru- 
mors of Loss of Life.

England is suffering 
severely in her trade with India. As the 
two countries arein the relation of debtor 


and creditor, and one has plentiful and cheap 


silver while the other is on a gold ba- 
sis, the depreciation of silver benefits India 
just as it injures England. India has every 
motive to sell wheat and cotton to England, 
taking pay in gold which will purchase an 
increased amount of money in silver, which 
has not lost its purchasing power in India. 
On the other hand, buying from England is 
proportionately discouraged, because pay- 
ment must be made in dear gold. The effect 
is to give the Indian farmers a strong foothold 
in the British markets in competition with 
British agriculture, while they buy as little 
as possible from British manufacturers. The 
continuation of this state of affairs will cer- 
tainly compel England to abandon gold mon- 
ometaillism. If she will join the United States 
to restore the double standard by interna- 
tional agreement so will Germany and other 
leading commercial nauons, and then the 
two metais will speedily be restored to the 
oid equilibrium of bullion value. 


THE GALLED JADE PALMER WINCES.

CLEVELAND ON THE STUMP. 

The Democratic organs have called atten- 
tion for some time to the spectacle of that 
“plain, simple man in Washington, quietly 
pursuing the even tenor of his way and de- 
voting himself to his public duties, and unin- 
fluenced by the enthusiasm and excitement 
of the political campaign and content to let 
his friends work the laboring oar for him. 
That he had his eye upon the conduct of the 
campaign, however, and that he was not al- 
together satisfied with the prospects was. 
apparent a short time ago when he plumped 
in his check for $10,000 as a contribution to 
the campaign fund—a sum which at the 
usual price for votes in New York slums is 
sufficient to purchase more than he had ma- 
jority in 1884. Meanwhile the situation has 
not improved. The defections have increased. 
The “landslide” in the Empire State is gath- 
ering volume and speed at an alarming rate. 
The managers are ina panic. As a last ro- 
sort to save the State they have called upon 
him to go to New York and review & proces- 
sion and make a speech, and next week he 
will obey the summons he has ordered them 
to give him, improving the occasion not only 
to speak upon the issues of the campaign in 
his own interests, but to interfere in the 
local campaign in Gov. Hill’s interest, as he 
did in that of Fellows, when he secured the 
defeat of the reform candidate for the Dis- 
trict Attorneyship. His action in sending his 
check for boodle purposes was unprece- 
dented. The decision of the President to 
take the stump not only for himself but to 
aid in a lecal election is not only unprece- 
dented, but is a violation of the dignity and 
exulted character of the office and degrades 
it to partisan purposes—an exhibition of po- 
litical greed the character of which he has 
described in his letters, messages, and cir- 


warning them that they are not “expected 
or allowed to do party service,” that it is not 
“their first duty to aid the party to which 
they owe their places,” and that the inter- 
ference of Federal officeholders in political 
movements is “indecent and unfair.“ 

The willingness of the President to prosti- 
tute his position in the expectation of par- 
tisan reward has another side to it. Itisa 
public confession of the desperate condition 
of the Democratic campaign. It is tanta- 
mount to an open declaration by the Presi- 
dent that he is badly scared, that he realizes 
the office is slipping out of his hands, that he 
and his par#f are doomed to defeat, and that 
he hopes tosave himself by a partisan ex- 
hibition such as no man would have dared to 
suggest to One of his predecessors. It has 
come too late, however. Itis no longer pos- 
sible for him to save himself or Hill, The State 
of New York is going to vote for Harrison just 
as she did for old Tippecanoe forty-eight years 
ago. Grover Cleveland’s luck has changed. 
It is only good for one term in one office. The 
people are going to take him at his word— 
that second Presidential terms work badly. 
They remember that when he was pointing 
out the various factors which go to make up 
a government by the people he said in his 
first letter of acceptance: 


And as a means to this end, not one would in 
my judgment be more effective than an amend- 
ment to the Constitution disqualifying the Presi- 
dent from reélection. When we consider the 
patronage of this great office, the allurement of 
power, the temptation to retain public place 
once gained, and, more than all, the availability 
a party finds in an incumbent whom sa horde of 
officeholders, with a zeal born of benefits re- 
ceived and fostered by the hope of favors yet to 
come, stand ready to aid with ir trained 
political service, we recognize in the eligibility 
of the President for re@lecuon a most serious 
danger to that calm, deliberate, and intelligent 
political action which must characterize a gov- 
ernment by the people.

THE TARIFF ISSUE IN CONGRESS AND AT 


THE POLLS. 

The session of, Congress just closing has 
been predminently one of speechmaking and 
debate. Although the session was the long- 
est on record little ‘beneficial or important 
legislation was accomplished, unless the ap- 
propriation bills needed to keep the machinery 


ot the Government in operation can be con- 


sidered in that class. In the way of new leg- 
islation to meet fresh needs or difficulties 
the session was practically fruitless. Every- 
thing else was subordinated to the discussion 
of the tariff. Weeks lengthened into months 
and months into seasons while the intermi- 
nable debate over the tariff went on, and Con- 
gress is now about to adjourn with a record 
of more speeches made and less work ac- 
complished than were ever known before in 
proportion to the time occupied. 

Senator Brown of Georgia stated the situa- 
tion concisely when he said in the Senate 
that Congress might as well adjourn, as the 
tariff question was to be remitted to the peo- 
ple at the polls, and if the Democrats were 
‘successful at the coming Presidential elec- 
“tion something like the Mills bill would be 
“passed and if the Republicans were suc- 
“ cessful something like the Senate bill would 
“be passed.” Congress succeeded at least 
in presenting a clear cut issue to the people, 
and at the next session it can proceed to act 
in accordance with the decision expressed by 
the voters at the polls in November. The one 
thing clearly settled is that some action is 
to be taken to reduce the tariff, but whether 
the reduction shall follow the line of the 
Mills bill or the measure of the Senate the 
people must determine. Fortunately the 
contrast between the two measures is sharply 
defined, and no intelhgent voter who has 
convictions one way or the other need hesi- 
tate in his choice, If be leans toward free 
trade he must take the Mills bili, while if he 
believes in the principle of protection to 
home industry and denies that a tariff should 
be for revenue only he must accept the Sen- 
ate bill. 3 

The Mills bill as adopted by the House pro- 
poses to take the first step toward the 
abandonment of protection and the substi- 
tution of the British free trade system. 
Furtively and indirectly the Mulls bill 
proposes to get rid of the whisky tax 
by cutting holes and meshes in the existing 
laws so chat 60 or 70 millions of revenue now 
collected will escape into the pockets of the 
moonshiners. Another feature of the Mills 
bill which cannot escape the attention of 
voters is the provision which retains nearly 
all the present high tax on sugar for the ben- 
efitof the Havemeyer trust monopoly and 
insures that combine an excessive profit 
for refining the sugar systematically adulter- 
ated for the American market and put in 
such condition that it must pass through the 
hands of the Sugar Trust and be burdened 
with a trust profit before it can reach con- 
sumers. 

The Mills bill will reduce the revenue 
about 50 millions (without counting the in- 
tentional frauds on the whisky tax) and 
the Senate bill about 70 millions, so that 
the Republican measure is much better than 
the Democratic for the purposes of revenue 
reauet on. It has other merits conspicuous 
in contrast with the Mils bill. R retains 
the full tax on whisky as a beverage, to- 
gether with the means to exact and collect 
it, and freelists only alcohol used in the in- 
dustrialarts. The Allison bill smashes the 
monopoly of the Havemeyer trust, cheapens 
common sugar nearly one-half to milluons of 
consumers, end cuts down the exorbitant 
duty on rice, which is carefuliy retained in 
the Mills bill. The Senate bill, fashioned to 
reduce the tariff without impairing needed 
protection, will effect a greater honest re- 
duction of the surpius than Mills and his as- 
sociates proposed, and will give relief to the 
public without crippling any legitimate and 
valuable industries. 

The Mills bill aims not so much to reduce 
surplus revenues as to attack the principle of 
protection and prepare the way for custom- 
house taxation for revenue only. The Alli- 
son bill, on the contrary, seeks to lighten 
taxes and cut down surplus revenues with- 
out impairing needed protection to home in- 
austries. The one pill tends toward free 
trade, while the other favors the preserva- 
tion of adequate and justifiable protection. 
Voters can make their choice between the 
two measures the 6th of November next.

The following, written in another connection, 
will answer the queries of the present corre- 
spondent: 

A vender of Dogs Head Ale has gotten out 
a dodger which professes to give the popular 
vote for President in 1884. The compiler credits 
Blaine with majorities footing up 406,706, and 
Cleveland with majorities amounting to 460,389, 

thus giving the Democrats a net majority of 62,- 
683. He has fallen into errors, however, which 
vitiate all his work and put the wrong man at the 
head of the poll. Thus he gives Blaine's ma- 
jority in Michigan as 3,308. This he does by 
crediting Cleveland with the 39.526 votes which 
were cast in that State for Butler. They ran a 
fusion ticket in Michigan, the Democrats and 
Greenbackers uniting on twelve of the 
Electors, but each side voting for its 
own man for the thirteenth, so that 
they might know the proportions in which 
the votes were cast. That thirteenth Butler 
man got 39,526, so that Cleveland's vote in the 
State was not 189,361, as given by the “ Dog's 
Head Ale“ man, but 149.835. Then there was 
also a fusion ticket in Iowa, the Democrats and 
Greenbackers having made a trade by which the 
latter‘were to bave six of the Electors and the 
former seven. They did not use any device to 
tell how the votes were divided, as was done in 
Michigan, but it is easy to approximate it. The 
Greenback vote of Iowa in 1880, when Weaver 
ran, was 32,701. It was no less in 1884 It was 
at least a thousand more, for the Michigan 
Greenbackers gained several thousands in the 
same four years, and there must have been a 
similar gain in Iowa. Making these deductions 
from the Cleveland vote we find that his majori- 
ties remain unchanged, while Blaine's have 
risen to 479,983, giving him a net majority over 
Cleveland of 10,000, - 

In the foregoing figures are included the fraud- 
ulent majorities returned for Cleveland in the 
South. The actual Republican vote in the South 
is necessarily an estimate. The votes of the Re- 
publicans in several States there were not count- 
ed; they were simply suppressed. But there are 
ways in which close and accurate estimates can 
be made. It is known that the colored men of 
the South are Republicans. There are more 
white Republicans down there than black Demo- 
crats. All agree on that. In 1884 there were in 
South Carolina, by the census, 118,882 colored 
voters, all loyal Republicans, and 86,900 whites— 
we Will say all Democrats. Had there been a 
free vote and an honest count Mr. Blaine would 
have had in South Carolina a majority of at least 
31,982. Yet according to the “count” there were 
but 21,733 Republican votes cast, and the State is 
made to give Cleveland a majority of 48,031! In 
this one State Blaine was cheated out of 80,000 
votes on the popular result. Take Mississippi as 
another example. Here there were 130,278 colored 
Republicans by the census of 1880, and 108,256 pre- 
sumably white Democrats, With fair play there 
was a majority for Blaine here of 22024. Asa 
matter of fact the Republican vote cast was 
returned at only 43,509, and the alleged majority 
for Cleveland was 33,001! So in this State Blaine 
was cheated out of 55,225 votes. So it goes 
through the South.

The Illinois Central’s Suit to Avoid Taxa- 
tion at Decat ur. 

DECATUR, III., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The Illinois 
Central Railroad Company bas an important suit 
with the City of Decatur which has been ap- 
pealed to the United States Supreme Court by 
the local attorneys for the company. A part of 
the Contral right of way is used as parts of two 
streets by the city, and the streets have been 
ordered paved with brick, the expense to be paid 
by special assessments.

An Important Consolidation. 

The Richmond & Danville Railroad Company 
has assumed full control of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia & Georgia Railroad. The consolidation 
was effected in New York last Wednesday. It 


followed immediately on the signing of a lease 


by President Samuel Thomas of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia & Georgia Company, lessor, and 
President George S. Scott of the Richmond & 
Danville Company, lessee. General Manager C. 
K. Hudson of the East Tennessee, Virginia & 
Georgia was present when the iease was signed 
and he was notified that his services in the fuat- 
ure would be for the Richmond & Danville Com- 
pany. The hasty transfer of the property was 
made in order to have nine points of tne law se- 
cure in case any dissatisfied persons should at- 
tempt to stop the trade by injunction or other- 
wise. The Norfolk & estern people have 
shown a good deal of anxiety about secur 
the control of East Tennessee traffic, an 
interference at their instance was feared. The 
East Tennessee stockholders must ratify the 
lease before n becomes binding, but their con- 
sent appears to be assured. The necessary sixty 
days’ notice of a special meeting of stockholders 
was given yesterday. Meanwhile, it is claimed, 
the lease will be effective by virtue of laws of 
Virginia and Tennessee, givi directors of cor- 
porations power to act ia such matters, subject 
to subsequent ratification by the stockholders. 
The term of the lease is ninety-nine years ata 
rental of 33% per cent of the gross earnings dur- 
ing the first five years, 35 per cent du the 
next five years, 36 per cent during the third 
riod of five years, and 37 per cent thereafter.

Advance in Rall and Lake Rates. 

The troubles between the Eastern roads re- 
garding lake and rail rates west-bound from New 
York and Boston have at last been adjusted, and 
it has been decided to advance the rates Oct. 26. 
On business from New York to Chicago and Mil- 
waukee the rates will be as foilows: First class, 
51 cents; second class, 45 cents: third class, 35 
cents; fourth class, 24 cents; fifth class, 20 cents; 
sixth class, 17 cents. For several months past 
the rates between these 88 have been 35, 30, 
24. 17, 15, and 13 cents. To Cleveland, Detroit, 
and Port Huron the new rates will be 49 cents 
first class; 42 cents second class; 38 cents third 
class; 23 cents fourth class; W cents fifth class; 
and 17 cents sixth class. These rates are at 
present 35, 30, 24, 17,15, and 13 cents. The Cen- 
tral Vermont has agreed to a restora- 
tion of rates along with the other roads. 
Heretofore the manager of that line refused 
to enter into any ement to raise its rail and 
lake rates and this — deen the stumbling block 
in the endeavor to restore west- bound rates from 
seaboard points. both all rail and lake and rail. 

railroad ple are much elated over the 
settlement of this trouble and they look on it as 


the end of the rate war. High west-bound rates 


are expected to stand throughout the winter. An 
order was sent to all the trunk lines and Centrai 
Traffic Association roads by Chairman Fink 
ordering the new rates to be put in effect Oct. 26. 
The representatives of the trunk lines say they 
will gladly adhere to the new rates as they are 
heartily tired of carrying business at unremun- 
erative rates. The advance comes so late in the 
season as to do little harm to shippers. Naviga- 
tion will be over in abouta month, after which 
time everything will have to be shipped by all- 
rail lines at all-rail rates. Most of the merchants 
in the West have laid in their supplies for the 
winter and shipments will be light hereafter. 


The Wabash Case. 

Arguments in the Wabash litigation were con- 
cluded yesterday before Judge Gresham. A con- 
ference was held between the court and counsel 
for both sides. Orders were prepared for the 
consolidation of all the foreclosure suits with the 
Knox and Jessup suit on the first mortgage of 
1867. A reference was also ordered to Masters 
Wilson and Rix. Gen. MeNulta's receivership 
was extended to the consolidated cause. The 
orders will be entered of record in IIlinots, Indi- 
ana, and Ohio. The receiver was authorized to 
renew the lease of the short branch road on the 
Hannibal & Naples Division at Pittsfield, III.

Central Railway, today received the following 
telegram from Chicago: We can receive and 
forward freight for all points on our line and 
conpections except for Trinity and Decatur, 
Ala., via Grand Junction.

This 
opens up points on the Memphis & Charleston 
line, including Vicksburg; also Vicksburg and 
Southern Pacific points. Tne above cancels all 
previous quarantine instructions,”

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Ir CONSUMES THE SMOKE. 


A DEVICE INVENTED BY A WABASH 
AVENUE ENGINEER. 
— 

The Gases from the Coal Are Returned to 
the Furnace by Means of Fans and Suc- 
tion Pipes—A Satisfactory Test of the 
Appliance Made im the Presence of 
Smoke Inspector Thompson—Some of 
the Advantages Gained. 

A novel and meritorious smoke consumer 
has been in operation at A. R. Barnes’ print- 
ing-house, Nos. 68 and 70 Wabash avenue, 
since the first of the year. The inventor is 
James D. Lee, for years the engineer in this 
building. The most practical work in this 


field has been done by working engineers, 
and it is possible that in the near future 


- some dust-begrimed workman will invent a 


perfect smoke consumer. 

Engineer Lee has proceeded on a theory 
which has been denounced as impracticable 
by others who had given the subject consid- 
erable attention. He returns tothe furnaces 
the smoke and gases—inflammable and other- 
wise—which would otherwise escape into the 


air. The invention is designed to consume . 


smoke which has once left the furnace. To 
accomplish this the inventor employs a suc- 
tion fan and a forced draft. 

The accompanying cuts illustrate the lead- 


ing features o? the device, which is a simple 


and inexpensive one: 


A is the chimney or smokestack; B the smoke 
pass leading m the furnace to the chim- 
ney: C a return suction pipe operated by the fan 
H and leading into the furnace from the smoke 
passage B; E and F are small pipes opening into 
the furnace over and under the grate bars. 

The details of this feature are clearly

In the language of the inventor, “‘ The ob- 
ject of this device is to provide an arrange- 
ment for taking hot air trom the smoke- 
stack after being heated by passing through 
the furnace ana returning the same to the 
combustion chamber for tne purpose of 
creating amore perfect union and combus- 
tion of ail the inflammable gases contained 
in the fuel, thereby consuming and utilizing 
such combustible gases as would otherwise 
escape into the outer atmosphere in the form 
of smoke.“ | 

The results attained refute all the theories 
which may be used against this method. The 
boiler that is equipped with this device is of 
the common construction, with a rated ca- 
pacity of sixty-horse power. The suction 
fan is driven by a belt requiring one-third of 
one-horse power. the pipes through which 
the smoke and are returned to the fur- 
nace.are provided with valves by which the 
supply and draft be regulated. The 
smoke and the main return pipe are 
suppliea with choke dampers. A fresh sup- 
ply of oxygen is admitted through a four- 
inch pipe, designated as K in figure 1. 

In the presence of Smoke Inspector Thomp- 
son, Assistant Smoke Inspector Keenan, and 
a TRIBUNE reporter, the inventor, assisted by 
his fireman, made a series of thorough tests. 
For the purpose of demonstrating what could 
be done a ton of the most inferior grade of 
coal was procured. Fully 250 pounds were 
thrown into the furnace and a hurried trip 
made to the roof of the building. There was 
a perceptible vapor or smoke issuing from 
the chimney. On every side were stacks 
emitting dense quantities of the blackest 
kind ot smoke. 

Stay here a minute,” said Mr. Lee, and 
I will go down-stairs and stop the fan. You 
will know whenl do it U you watch the 
chimney.“ 

A dense volume of smoke poured out of 
the chimney and verified the assertion made 
by the engineer. It was suddenly checked, 
and inafew moments Mr. reappeared. 
The fireman had been instructed to throw on 
all nme coal the fire-box would hold. There 
was no increase in the volume of smoke. A 
slender thread of ash-colored vapor drifted 
lazily upward, but there was not enough to 
suggest the slightest unfavorable criticism. 
Commissioner Thompson was pleased with 
the results of the experiment ana congratu- 
latea Mr. Lee. In bis official report Inspector 
Keenan makes a complimentary statement 
regarding the device. 

The receipted coal bills verify Mr. Lee’s 
claim that there has been a net saving of 25 
per cent since the device has been in opera- 
non. The fireman has had no trouble in 
keeping up steam. There is nothing compli- 
cated or mysterious about the arrangement 
and the average fireman could not well make 


WHAT MR. LEE CLAIMS. 

„% make these claims for my invention and 
have demonstrated every one of them,“ said 
Mr. Lee after making the tests: I can burn 
the most inferior coal. In fact, better re- 
sults are attained with ‘fat’ coal, which 
under ordinary circumstances creates the 
most smoke. It contains more gas and I 
burn it all. I can reduce the amount of smoke 
toa minimum. Ido not claim to burn alithe 
smoke. A little must escape up the chimney. 
I do not believe that a perfect smoke con- 
sumer can ever be made. The best, or one 
of the best, features of my invention is that 
it does not require any extra amount of skill 
in firing. Iciaim that with my invention 
applied to a boiler you cannot make it 
smoke, no matter how mugh coal you throw 
in. The fan keeps up the draft and the car- 
bon is bound to be consumed.”’ 

This invention is one which will excite con- 
siderable interest among the hundreds who 
are looking for a solution of the vexed prob- 
lem. Those who have made the question a 
study are inclined to the opinion that Lee’s 
device is incorrect in theory, but they are at 
a loss to explain away the fact that he has se- 
cured almost perfect results. They cannot 
understand why the fire is not squelchea by 
the admission of the non-combustible gases 
which have been generated and are returned 
along with the smoke and inflammable gases. 
That such is not the result is an overwhelm- 
ing demonstration of the tact that the ordi- 
nary furnace utterly fails to do tne work for 
which it was desi —viz.: to consume 
coal and its gases. Ihe fan arrests the es- 
caping gases and returns them to be burned 
by an intense heat. The inventor has not 
yet applied his device to a large battery of 

Uers, but is Making arrangements to do 
so. There is littie question of the merits of 
the invention when operated on a small scale.

CANNOT KEEP MACKENZIBP’S BOOK OUT. 

It is now said to be doubtful whether the 
confiscation of Sir Morell Mackenzie’s book 
in Germany can be permanently maintained. 
The Mulhem Judge’s mandate issued Sun- 
day proceeded on two grounds—insults to 
the Emperor and the Chancellor and libels 
on Drs. Bergmann and Gerharat, who, as 
professors, are deemed State officials.

| LIQUOR SELLING IN MAINE. 


WHERE PROHIBITION NOTORIOUSLY 
FAILS TO PROHIBIT. 


A Cumbersome Law Which Seems to Re- 
sult Only in Annoyance Without Re- 
ducing the Consumption of Liquor— 
The System Clearly Explained—Row 
It Works—Twelve-Thirteenths of the 
Liquor Consumed Sold Illegally. 


Because of the fact that Maine is one of 
the few States which have passed laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors, and 
because of the more interesting fact that she 
is one of the two States which try to enforce 
a prohibitory law at the present time, a 
statement of how the liquor legislation in 
Maine really works may prove interesting 
reading. This may be expected the more be- 
cause widely contradictory statements are 
made to the voters in Western States as to 
the real efficiency of the Maine law; the Pro- 
hibitionists declaring it to be a panacea for 
all the evils connected with intemperance, 
and those who do not believe that prohibi- 
tion is the wisest way to check the consump- 
tion of liquor and that the Maine law is not 
preventing the curse of tippling as stoutly 
declaring that the law is a failure. 

To secure an accurate knowledge of the 
real effect of the lawin Maine a represent- 
ative of TAN Trisung has made some investi- 
gations into the condition of the liquor traffic 
in that State. The locality chosen for tne 
investigation was the City of Biddeford, the 
largest town in York County, Maine, and in 
many respects a typical city of the State. 
It has a population of nearly 14,000, largely 
French and Irish, oa account of the exten- 
sive cotton milis owned by the Pepperell and 
Laconia corporations, in which these 
nationalities are largely employed. Bidde- 
ford is tne only city in the State which 
was carried by the Democrats in the Septem- 
ber election, and as York County is Repub- 
lican, the opposing municipal and county 
officers—actuated by party spirit—succeed in 
enforcing the liquor laws much more vigor- 
ously than is done, it is said, in any o 
county in the State of Maine. 

THE STATE LIQUOR LAW. 

To gain an idea of the machinery by which 
liquor 1s legitimately sold in — a a brief 
abstract of the iaw of the State regulating 
the sale of liquor is necessary. 

The Governor appoints a State Commis- 
sioner to furnish municipal officers of towns 
with ire, unadulterated intoxicating 
liquo be kept and sold for medi me- 
chanical, and manutacturing purposes. This 
Commissioner receives ao annual salary of 
$1,500. The law prevents him selling any in- 
toxicating or fermented liquors except such 
as have been tested and found to be pure by 
a competent assayer, under a a of not 
less than $50 nor more than $500. 0 is al- 
lowed to charge 6 per cent above the cost of 
the liquors, and this profit is turned over to 
the State Treasurer. The Commissioner 

ives a bond of not less than $10,000 for the 

aithtul performance of bis duties and for 
the benefit of such towns as may be injured 
by a breach of these conditions. 

This Commissioner is obliged by law to 
keep a record of the names of the towns to 
which liquors are sold, the names of persons 
2 tor such towns, the kind and quantity 
of — sold to each, and the price paid for 
it. Four times each year the mmissioner 
is required to make a sworn statement of all 
the liquors purchased by him, with the kinds, 
quantities, and prices, and the names of the 
persons from whom the purchases were 
made. Of this a printed copy is to be mailed 
to each town that purchases at his establish- 
ment. 

THE AUTHORIZED TOWN LIQUOR AGENT. 

For selling liquors at retail the law pro- 
vides that the Selectmen of aay town, and 
the Mayor and Aidermen of any city may 
appoint a suitable person as agent of the 
town or city to sell — ye Bem, win, 
which shall be bought trom the te Com- 
missioner. The agent shall receive such re- 
muneration for his services as the NSelect- 
men or Aldermen decide to give, and his 
term of office is one year. He is to sell liquor 
at some convenient place for medicinal, 
mechanical, ana manufacturing purposes, 
and no other.“ : 

The agent is required to keep a record of 
the liquors he purchases, and also a record of 
the kind and quantity of liquor sold by him, 
the date of sule, the price, and the person 
to whom the liquor is sold. The only safe- 
guard thrown around the agent to prevent 
misrepresentation is the requirement of the 
law that whoever misrepresents to the agent 
the purposes for which the liquor is pur- 
chased, forfeits to his town $20, to be recov- 
ered on complaint or indictment. 

Any liquors brought into the State to be 
sold in any other manner than through the 
regular agencies are subject to seizure, and 
any sale not made by an agent is unlawful. 
The law provides that no person shall be a 
common seller of intoxicating liquors, nor 
keep a drinking house or tippling shop. The 
payment of the United States special tax for 
the sale of liquor is held by the law to be 
prima facie evidence that the persons paying 
the tax are common liquor-sellers. 

The store—to use Mike McDonald’s term 
for a liquor shop—in which the City of Bidde- 
ford keeps its “official”? saloon is a large, 
light, and airy room, entirely void of decora- 
tion. About one-third of the length of the 
store from the front is a board ‘tition 
which hides the rear of the store from the 
sight of a casual customer. Behind the 
counter on one side are the customary sheives 
neatly filled with bottled liquors of all kinds. 
A large sign, printed in black letters on red 
card-board, bears this announcement:

MORE DRUNKENNESS THAN IN CHICAGO. 

The point of most interest to people who 
ace directed to the Maine law as the essence 
of wisdom iu the regulation of intemperance 
is the effect the law has in preventing the 
illegal sale of liquor. As a result of the in- 
quiries made of numerous officials it is fair 
to assume that the sale of liquor is only made 
more difficult and ‘expensive by occasional 
attempts to enforce the law, and that it is 
not reducing the hquor sold in the State in 
any degree. There are those among the offi- 
cers interviewed who state that they believe 
the consumption of liquor is greater and 
drunkenness more common in Maine than in 
Chicago, where its sale is open. 

The docket of the Criminal Court for Sep- 
tember was examined. It showed that fifty- 
eight warrants had been issued authorizing 
search for conceaied liquors. In forty-five 
of these cases liquors were found, seized, 
and, it is presumed, spilled on the und, 
In thirteen cases search was made, but no 
liquors found. There are ingenious methods 

opted to ship liquors into the State, such as 
concealing them in barrels of flour and every 
other conceivable article of commerce, as 
well as to hide them from the officers who 
may be searching the premises of an illegal 
seller. 

Capt. Furbish, Clerk of the Court, states 
that the knowledge that seizures may be 
made at any time causes the iil liquor 
dealers to buy the cheapest kind of liquors, 
as the loss upon it when seized is not nearly 
so great as it would be on liquors of good 

uality. In his opinion the law is a perfect 

arce, and is a costly and useless piece of po- 
litical machinery. Incidentally it might be 
well to state that eleven cases of intoxica- 
tion were brought before the court durimg 
September, it being the second offense in a 
number of cases. 

SHOPS LICENSED BY UNCLE SAM. 

F. A. Tarbox, until quite recently a Dep- 
uty United States Marshal, furnished a list 
of eight drug stores and of nine hquor shops 
in Biddeford which have licenses from the 
United States Government to sell liquor. It 
will be remembered that the Maine law pro- 
vides that the payment of such a 
is prima facie evidence that its 
payer is se vor illegally, and 
this fact serves to w how inefficient 
the law really is.

The Study of Pronanciatinn. 

“The School Pronouncer, Based on Web- 
ster’s Unabridged Dictionary, a Guide to Cor- 
rect Pronunciauon,” is tne title of a useful 
book adapted to high schools and academies, 
and especially to schools of the ordinary 
grammar grade, which has just been pub- 
lished by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. The object is 
to supoly a knowledge of the elementary 
sounas and the diacriticai marks used in rep- 
resenting them; to familiarize the student 
with tne various combiuations of letters 
commonly used in representing sounds; to 
teach distinct articuiauuon by means ot the 
phonet:c analysis of words; and to furnish 
carefully prepared lessons in words often 
mispronounced. The author, Mr. Puy fe, 
says that people talk filty times as much 
as they write, and yet pronunciauon 
had received much less attention than spell- 
ing. Much of the labor of teaching to read, 
he thinks, might be avoided by first teachin 
how to pronounce, and by teaching pronunci- 
ation systematicaliy much time now wasted 
in teaching spelling, geography, grammar, 
and history, owing to the nevessity of con- 
stantly correcting the mispronunciations, 
might be saved. There must be systematic 
dri.ling on the elementary sounds and the 
signs that represent them. It is not enough 
to tell a child what a curve or a straigut 
mark over a letter means, but he must be 
tboroughly drilled upon each sound. Mr. 
Phyfe’s book seems to be one which, in the 
hands of good teac will produce exceli- 
lent results, while the list it contains of 2,400 
words often Mispronounced is as useful for 
many grown persons as tor their juniors.
